11 Continued: Applicant's argument with regards to claim 26, stating "Logan does not teach receiving a rotation set comprising a list of 
identifying pages to be displayed in a predetermined sequence and displaying each page where pages are retrieved from a cache and 
displayed in a predetermined sequence repeatedly until a new rotation set is received" has been considered but is not persuasive. First, 
as explained in the prior Office action, Logan teaches receiving a rotation set through what is referred to as a transition control list (Logan 
et al, column 2, lines 16-18). Furthermore Logan teaches the transition control list (column 18, lines 4-18, and column 14, lines 14-23) is 
received by the Kiosk unit such that the list is used to display a predetermined transition sequence of pages, that eventually leads back to 
an attract/root page, and thus completing a rotation. (The transition sequence/rotation is be repeated, when the user performs the same 
sequence of URL/page requests by referring to the same transition list (Fig. 2, reference 1 1 1), or until the kiosk receives a new control 
list). Secondly, the pages can be retrieved from cache as already explained in the previous office action (column 5, lines 40-47). Thus, the 
applicant's argument is not persuasive. With regards to claim 1, Lefeber teaches sending the alert to a device (thus the device receives a 
notification), previously explained in the previous office action (paragraphs 32 and 33). Additionally Lefeber further teaches, the alert is 
based on a change of data (paragraphs 32, 33, and 0066: whereas, such as when a user's bid has been outbid on a webpage, it is 
inherent that a change of bid price/level has occurred, and thus, a change in data has happened). Furthermore, as pointed out by the 
applicant; the alert is also synchronized with a concurrent instruction to a web server in order to redirect a request made by the device. 
However, regardless of the synchronization and redirection of request for a page; ultimately, the server will receive a request for the page 
which contains changed data as explained in the previous office action (paragraph 0051, and also further explained in paragraphs 0068, 
0069: whereas a page embedded with information regarding the event of interest (changed bid price) is requested), in response to the 
alert notification sent to the device). Thus, the applicant's argument's respect to claim 1 , are not persuasive. Since applicant's arguments 
with respect to claims 26 and 1, are not persuasive, the applicant's argument's for claims 2-25 and claims 27-46 are not persuasive as 
well. 
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
